Jerusalem: ‘Post Diplumutic Currespondent 

Four African heads of state are 
due in Jerusalem tomorrow atter- 
noon on a thréé-Gay fact-finding 
mission into the conflict between 
Egypt and Jsrael. 

Thetr expected visit wag one of 
tha topics of Forelgn Minister Abba 
Eban's report to the Cabinet yes- 
terday. The Israel position in the 
talks with the African leaders, was 
hammered out in consultations 
climaxed at a meeting in Prime 
Minister Golda Melr’s bureau on 
Friday. Israel will reportedly strive 
to persuade the four heads of state 
to try to bring about a dialogue 
‘between Egypt and Israel rather 
than work out apy specific preserip- 
tions for settlement between the two 
countries. 

The four will make their recom- 
mendations to a full committee of 


. 40 appointed by the Organization 


of African Unity, which will then 
make its stand Known to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The four visitors are expected to 
arrive at Lod Aljrport in two or 
three planes around 4 p.m. — the 
precise details were stil] not avail- 


; able here last night Three of them 


were known to have gathered yes- 
terday in ‘Dakar, Senegal, for a 
preliminary strategy planning ses- 


+ gion. These were President Leopold 
ἢ Senghor of Senegal, chairman of 


the group, President Ahmadou Ahidjo 
of Cameroun, and Gen, Yakubu 


. Gowon, head of the military gov- 


ernment in Nigeriz. The other was 
Gen. Joseph Mobutu, President of 
Zaire (Congo-Kinshaya’s new name), 
who was last reported in Tunisia, 
on the last leg of his fight to Israel. 

At Lod, the four heads of state 


will be met by President Shazar, 


Prime Minister Meir, Foreign Min- 
‘ster Bban and Communications 
Minister Shimon Peres, who is in 
charge of the airport. Several more 
‘Cabinet Ministers Including Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan may be on 
hand to greet their opposite num- 
bers in the African entourage, 
which numbers about 100, as well 
as the Chief of Staff, the Chief of 
Police, the Diplomatic Corps, and a 
delegation of African students in 


Israel. 
ONE-FLOOR EACH 

In Jerusalem, the four ‘heads of 
state will occupy a floor each at 
the King David, but some members 
of their large all-male entourage — 
numbering about 100 --- will have to 
be lodged at several other hotels, 
The Prime Minister, the Foreign 
Minister and Mayor Teddy Koliek 
will separately pay their respects to 
each of the visitors tmmediately 
after their arrival tomorrow. The 
African leaders will then visit Pres- 
ident Shazar at his home. 

Four working sessions are sche- 
duled, for Wednesday morning and 
afternoon, Thursday afternoon, and 
Friday morning. All meetings will 
be held at the Catinet room in the 
Knesset bulidirg. 3) .y Hl be chair- 
‘ed by Mru. Melr, who is to be foined 
by Mr. Bban — and Mr. Dayan, 
Thursday afternoon — and senior 
officials on the Taraeli side, and the 
African leaders’ aides, including 
their Foreign Ministers, on the other. 
Attendance is expected to be fairly 
large, except at the concluding Fri- 
day morning session, in which parti- 
eipation is to be limited.

— Prime Minister 
Edward Heath was yesterday re- 
ported to have urged Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi to accept a 
United Nations presence in India to 
help facilitate the return home of 
Bast Pakistani refugees.

Prime Minister Golda Melr and 
Forelga Minister Abba Eban will 
meet U.S. Ambassador Walworth 
Barbour this afternoon for what 
has been deseribed as the start of 
a round of diplomatic contacts 
aimed at clarifying the terms of 
the new American Initiative for -a 
Suez Canal ement. 

The scheduled meeting was re- 
Ported to the Cabinet yesterday by 
Mr. Eban, in the course of a gen- 
eral political report. It is to be 
held at Mrs, Meir’s office in Jeru- 
salem. According to informed sour- 
ces here, the forthcoming discus- 
sions with the U.S. Government are 
to be held mostly here, rather than 
in Washington, now that Ambas- 
sador Barbour has returned to Is- 
ΤΑΔΊ from home leave, 

Mr. Eban -was reportedly ques- 


toned at the Cabinet session about 
Egypt'a stand on a special accord 
for the reopening of the Suez Ca- 
nal, in view of some conflicting 
mewspaper reports. The Forelgn 
Minister replied that, judging from 
statements in the Egyptian medla, 
the Cairo Government hag rejected 
all of Israel's terms for an agree- 
ment, and is opposed to’ most of 
the six polnts in Secretary Rogers’ 
Suez plan as well. 


The Cabinet was informed by Mr. 
Moan that he was planning an 
authoritative statement of Israel's 
position on Jerusalem, In reply fo 
the Security Council's September 25 
resolution, seeking the restoration 
of the city to ‘its pre-June 1967 
“character.” 


The statement nad been promised 
to Secretary-General U Thant. 


FREEZE ON 
| BANK CREDITS

The Cabinet decided yesterday to 
combat inflationary pressures in the 
economy by freezing all bank cre- 
dits as of this week, keeping the 
present credit volume at about 
1L3,500m. In doing so, the Cabinet 
approved the regulations Issu2d by 
83 Governor of the Bank of Israel 
not to increase bank credits above 
the legal ceiling that will pertain 
this Thursday, November 4. 

Since the last devaluatios of Au- 
gust 22, 1971, the banks were al- 
lowed to increase their credit vol- 
ume by one-quarter of one per cent 
each week. This increased the total 
credit volume by 2.5 per cent dur- 
ing the 10 weeks that have passed 
since the devaluation. 

The credit freeze measure was 
formally proposed to the Cabinet by 
Finance Minister Sapir, at the re- 
commendation of both the outgoing 
and the newly-appointed Governor 
of the Bank of Israel, Mr. David 
Horowitz and Mr. Moshe Zandberg. 

The Cabinet dealt with the esti- 
mates for 1972/78 yesterday, and 
‘the subject was referred to the Min- 
isterlal Economic Committee, which 
will meet on Tuesday. 

It is understood that the ne of 
thinking In the Government is to 
set a ceiling to budget expenditure, 
based upon revenue figures and the 
size of the deficit (if any) that can 
be atowed, This idea will be worked 
out in practical terms by the Min- 
isterial Committee. 

‘Mr. Sapir gave a long review“of 
the country’s economic performance 
In the current year. On the positive 
side, he sald that industrial pro- 
duction had shot up by 13.5 per

UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
People’s Republic of China told 
the U.N. yesterday that it wanted 
to ‘be listed under the letter "Ὁ" 
for China in the alphabetical 
order of the 131 member coun- 
tries.

Peng-fei so informed Secretary- 
General U Thant in a 
received here. The answer clear- 
ed up the questions of where to 
hoist the Chinese flag in the 
alphabetical rank of members’ 
flags at headquarters and whether 
China was to be President of the 
Security Council for November. 

Poland had been in line to be 
president in the alphabetical rote- 
tion among the 15 Council mem- 
bers until the General Assembly 
on Monday night voted the 
Peking ent into the U.N. 
and ousted the Republic of China. 

Listed under C, however, the 
People’s Republic is not due for 
the presidency until some time 
next year.

The Israel Military Industries this

N.R.P. sources said in the Knes- 
set before the summer recess, that 
“several hundred” orthodox girls 
could be organised under a volunteer 
scheme. The number of orthodox 
girls excused Army service is seve- 
Yal thousand. A. good many of these 
are not from ultra-orthodox circles, 
but from communities where girls 
are still somewhat restricted social- 
ly, thanks to long-standing cultural 
patterns. 

This summer, the walls of Jeru- 
salem synagogues were . plastered 
with inflammatory posters printed 
by ultra-orthodox groups, calling on 
observant parents to “lay down their 
Hives” rather than let their daugh- 
ters do any form of national ser- 
vice whatsoever.

Interim’ ὁ 
move for 
Israel aid

WASHINGTON. — The Senate is 
expected to act quickly to restore 
military and economic ussistance to 
Israel, cut by the Senate's rejection 
last Friday of the Nixon Adminis- 
tration’s $2,900m. foreign aid pro- 

gramme. 

Senator Willlam Fulbright, Chalr- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, tndicated yester- 
dey that the Senate would arrange 
for separate authorization to cover 
the loss of the key ald proposals 
to Israel. Congressional sources said 
that there was overwhelming sup- 
port for such a move. 

Mr. Fulbright yesterday expres- 
sed assurance that some sott-con- 
troversial items in the foreign aid 
DiI, such as aid to Israel, would 
be approved in “an interim mea- 
sure” of some kind, 

Mr. Fulbright was interviewed on 
the television programme, “Face the 
Natlon.” 

Praising the Senate's rejection of 
the foreign aid bill totalling 
§2,900m., he would not predict what 
interlm action Congress would take 
to provide for the “non-controver- 
8:81 Items.” But he stated that his 
committee would discuss the sub- 
ject when tt meets this morning. 
The rejection of 'the Yoreign aid pro- 
gremme does not affect the propos- 
ed legislation of Senator Henry 
Jackgon providing $500m, in milita- 


foreign aid ΠῚ ended the military 
Brant programme of $705m. and ἃ 
credit sales programme of $510m. 

Israel was the main loser in the 
$510m. credit sales programme. It 
was due to receive $306m. for pur- 
chase of new weapons. 

The deputy head of the political 
military section of the State Depart- 
ment, Mr. Thomas Pickering, said 
that if there was no money appro- 
priated: “We can’t provide the as- 
sistance which Israel needs for the 
purchase of the weapons it wants.” 

But authoritative Congressional 
sources pointed out that nearly 80 
Senators had recently voted for a 
resolution calling on the Nixon Ad- 
ministration to provide Phantom 
jets for Israe] and thet whatever 
opposition there was in the Senate 
to various aspects of the foreign 
aid programme, almost none of it 
was directed towards the idea of 
providing military assistance to Is- 
rael. Israel is, therefore, expected to 
receive the $306m. 

Israel was also expected to re- 
cetve $85m. in economic supporting 
assistance. This was the first time 
Israel had been added to the sup- 
porting assistance list of countries 
which compensates thase govern- 
ments facing a heavy defence bur- 

in, 

Congressional sources were confi- 
dent that Israel would receive this 
amount under compromise legislation 
‘that Is now expected to replace the 
rejected foreign ald programme, 

But Israel may fose some smaller 
grants to schools, hospitals, and uni- 
versities which some Senators be- 
Neve should not be provided to a 
country as developed as Israel. 
These amounted to $20m.,

Not enough ‘control from Jerusalem 
over inept Kiryat Shmona Council 


By YA’ACOV ARDON 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
DMINISTRATIVE and financial 
incompetence in Kiryat Shmona 
is depicted in a 58-page State 
Controiler’s report, released yester- 
day. It covers the operations of the 
Local Council since 1965, and those 
of the Kiryat Shmona Development 
Company. The report is not only 
an indictment of the elders of this 
courageous border town which has 
gone through tough timey — but 
points an accusing finger at some 
officials in the Interior Ministry in 
Jerusalem who are responsible for 

supervising local government, 

The Controller notes “many short- 
comings, some grave, in general ad- 
ministration and financial manage« 
Ment, in sanitation and property 
maintenance. Particularly serious 
are the defects releted to the dis- 
posal of refuse and sewage, with 
resultant water pollution. The com- 
fortable cash position of the Coun- 
cil may be 8 desirable feature. But 
if one notes the low level of col- 
lection of local revenue, the high 
rate of Government finance and 
the heavy load of repayable loans, 
there is room for closer attention, 
by the Council and by the Inter- 
for Ministry, to the question whether 
public money is sufficiently well 
managed in the town” 

‘What they lack in administrative 
competence, the elected elders of 
Kiryat Shmona (population 15,100 
last December) make up in en- 
thusiasm for political intrigue. The 
local council consists ὍΣ eleven men. 
Since November 1965, the chairman- 
ship has five times, miain- 
ly between Asher Nizri and David 
Moreh. Recently, Asher Nizri was 
pushed out again and replaced by 
Avraham Aloni 

Not that Kiryat Shmona does not 
‘have genuine problems. In May 
1966 the Council decided to de- 
monstrate in Jerusalem, outside the 
Knesset, against the housing condi- 
tions and unemployment in the town. 
‘This expedition cost the Council 
IL7,751 of which IL6,000 was spent 
on transport. ‘The Interior Ministry 
mever approved the expenditure 
(productive though it probably was), 
and the Council simply ignored the 
Ministry’s disapproval. 

The Controller goes on to note 
that some of the Council commit- 
tees (executive, welfare, tax assess- 
ment, purchasing, control) function- 
ed either not at all or intermittent- 
ly. Hducation swallowed 44 per cent 
of the IL4.4m, budget in 1968/69, 
but there was poor maintenance of

Terrorist ring suspects 
cooperate with police

last week, Mahmoud Shamout, 32, 
and his wife Zaklyeh, 25, early yes- 
terday morning reconstructed for 
Police cameramen three sabotage 
acts they admitted carrying out 
two years ago. The film is to be 
used in evidence when they are 
brought to trial. 


Zakiyeh Shamout arrived at the 
vegetable market, scene of the firat 
reconstruction, in a police van, The 
Pregnant mother of four stepped 
Out holding a blue basket and -poin- 
ted at the spot where she allegedly 
Placed a basket containing five 
kgs. of TNT underneath a parked 
truck on October 6, 1969. The 
charge blew up, killing an 80- 
year-old vendor, Victor Gult!, and 
injuring 23 persons. 

Mrs. Shamout appeared quite pleas- 
ed with herself, smiled at the ca- 
Meras, ond recounted her alleged 
terrorist deed in a matter-of-fact 
voice, 

A little later her husband, tall, 
youthful-looking Mahmoud Shamout, 
was brought in amother police van 
to Sulam village. He pointed out 


ἃ hay loft in which he said he had 
hid the TNT which he had brought 
from Syria. One charge was iaid on 
the Chimavir airstrip in Afula on 
July 27, 1969, and another near the 
Immigrants’ Absorption Centre in 
the Givat Hamoreh quarter of Afula 
on October 10, 1969.

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Huge diamond robbery 


could be ‘inside job’

RAMAT GAN. — Police are investi- 
gating the possiblity that yester- 
day morning’s diamond hold-up --- 
in which four armed and masked 
Men made off with diamonds val- 
ued at “several hundred thou-

Israelis brought up abroad 
should get ‘visit’ permits 
before coming here—AACI

TEL. AVIV. — Native-born Israelis 
who left the country before the age 
of 14 should obtain written per- 
mission from Israel consulates ab- 
road to visit Israel, if they are of 
draft age — even if they are now 
Citizens of a different country. 
Otherwise they will run into dif- 
ficulties in leaving [Israel after 
their visit. This was stated yester- 
by Mr. Moshe Goldberg, exe- 
cutive director’ of the Association 
of Americans and Canadians in is- 
Tael, 

Recently, two such youngsters 
who had American passports, but 
who are considered by the Israeli 
authorities as Israeli citizens, were 
pulled off their group flights at the 
last moment when they were about 
to Jeave. The Mimistry of Inte- 
rior spokesman, asked what hap- 
pened to the boys, refused to com- 
ment on the case. The US. Em- 
bassy spokesman said that the 
“Embassy is not releasing any in- 
formation on such cases; however, 
the Embassy, if appealed to, hand- 
les each case on an individual ba- 
sis.” 

Mr. Goldberg polnted out that if 
youngsters of draft age applied at

an Israel consulate abroad, they 
Were generally given permission to 
stay in Israel as “visitors” for a 
Maximum of one year. If they fail- 
ed to obtain such permission, they 
were liable to be picked up while 
in Israel by the border police and 
sent to the Ministry of Interior to 
Clear up their status. The Ministry 
in turn sends them to the recruft- 
ment office for permission to leave 
Israel on their American passports.

Broadcasting Authority spurns 
charge of freedom curbs 


By SHALOM COHEN 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
‘The chairman of the Broadcasting 
Anthority declared in Jerusalem yes- 
terday, “We will not surrender to 
attempts to dictate to us what we 
are permitted to <iiscuss.” The 
chairman, Dr. Haim ‘Yahil, was 
reporting to an Authority plenum 
meeting on last week's T'V news 
strike over an Authority proposal 
to appoint an assistant to the 
Aathority’s director-general to be 
responsible for radio and TV news. 


‘Dr. Yantl heatedly rejected a 
statement issued by the Jeruszalem 
Journalists’ Association that the 
‘Authority intended to appoint a 
“stooge (mita'am) news controller 
and to curtail freedom of the press. 

Tha plenary meeting followed a 
marathon emergency meeting of 
the -Authority’s Management Com- 
mittee, and a meeting yesterday 
morning of “Minister Yigal Allon, 
responsible to the Knesset for 
broadcasting, with Dr. Yahil; his 
deputy, Mr, ‘Netan Shaham; and 
Authority Director-General Shmuel 
Almog. Authority sources said Mr. 
Allon was briefed on the recent 
troubles in TV, and that he ex- 
‘pressed support for the Authority's 
stand. 


RESIGNATIONS 

Authority sources said that fol- 
lowing the resignation of the head 
af the ΤῪ news department, Mr. 
‘Dan Shilton, over the appointment 
issue, the News Department in a 
‘few day’s time would come under 
‘direct authority of the new TV 
chief, Mr. Yeshayahu Tadmor. The 
department's coordinator, Mr. Shi- 
mon Tessler, has also since resigned. 
The ent Committee 
meeting adopted ᾿ decisions con- 
the one-hour TV strike, 
declaring it would take all avail- 
able steps to ensure normal avork 
and rejecting claims that the 
Authority eimed to restrict free- 

dom of journalists. 
The Authority plenum meeting 
had on tts agenda e proposal by 
members to establish an advisory 


news sub-committee, which — to- 
gether with the projected news 
thief —had prompted the strike. Dr. 
Yahil told the meeting that he him- 
self had proposed to the Manage- 
ment Committee last week the ap- 
pointment of a news aide for the 
Director-General, and that he was 
therefore competent to explain its 
purpose. The Director-General (Mr. 
Almog) was overburdened. As a re- 
sult, he sometimes was surprised 
to see things on the news he had 
not known of. A “professional man, 
of the Authority, with press con- 
nections,” was contemplated. The 
proposal was supported atthe meet- 
ing, but nothing was decided pend- 
ing further clartfication. 

The next day, Monday — Dr. 
Yahil reported — the head of the 
Hebrew TV news department met 
with Mr. Almog and tendered his 
resignation. Mr. Almog, and Mr. 
Tadmor, - explained to Mr." Shilon 
the intention of the proposal, but 
he remained unconvinced. 


NO RIGHT TO INTERVENE 

Dr. Yah sald later the same 
day the chalnman of the Jerusalem 
Journalists Association, Mr. Daniel 
Bloch, admitted that neither the 
TV workers nor the Association had 
any right to intervene in the mat- 
ter, 88 it belonged under the exciu- 
Sive jurisdiction of the Authority. 

The following day, Tuesday, Dr. 
Yahil met with the TV news staff 
committee, and suggested that the 
committee, and Mr. Shilon, could 
attend a Management Committee 
m to discuss the situation. 
But, Dr. Yahil went on, the staff 
committee chairman wanted a “joint 
communique” lasued to say that the 
“finel decision" would be taken at 
the meeting. Dr. Yaehil refused to 
commit the Management Commit- 
tee. The one-hour TV stoppage fol- 
lowed the next evening “in vivla- 
tlon of all procedures, with advance 
notice of 15 minutes, instead of the 
14 days provided by law, and with- 
out trade union (Journalists Asso- 
ciation) approval.” 7 

Blasting the Association, Dr. Yahil 


said its committee on Thursday 
issued 8 statement sypporting the 
allegations bes press beige a a 
asking the Management mmittee 
to remove immediately from its 
agenda the appointment and news 
committee proposals. 

Dr. Yahil has complained to the 
national Journalists’ Association of 
the stand taken by their Jerusalem 
colleagues. It was learned last night 
that the national Association's ex- 
ecutive will hold a special meeting 
in Tel Aviv on Thursday to discuss 
the issue. 


TV news off 
due to dispute

“Mabat,” the daily news pro- 
gramme, did not appear yesterday, 
as a result of a dispute between 
the Sroadcasting Authority's 
(Management Committee and the 
Journafists’ Assoclation. 

According to an Association 
spokesman, Authority Chairman 
Haim Yahil was scheduled to ap- 
pear on “Mabat” to explain the ma- 
nagement's point of view. 

However, it -was subsequently 
learned that TV Chief Yeshayahu 
Tadmor gave instructions that 
Danny Bloch, chairman of the 
Journalists’ Association, would not 
be allowed to appear. The Journa- 
lists’ Association therefore instruc- 
ted the workers not to broadcast 
the Yahil interview, and the entire 
Mebat show was subsequently can- 
celled. 

At Israel Radlo, the News De- 
partment was also Instructed not 
to broadcast a reply to the Yahil 
interview; but Yitzhak Roeh, head 
of the Current Affairs Department, 
ignored orders end put on the 
Danny Bloch interview before Mr. 
Yahil. He was later informed that 
the Broadcasting Authority would 
“draw the mecessary conclusions” 
from his disobedience.

Jerusalem social 
workers 


threaten sanctions

Jerusalem social workers have 
sent a letter to Prime Minister 
Golda Meir, urging the Government 
to make up the deficit in the Muni- 
cipal social welfare budget. They 
warned that if they do not receive 
“a definite answer” by November 14, 
they will stop all social services and 
confine their activities to the sign- 
ing of welfare cheques. 

The statements were made at a 
meeting at the Hebrew University’s 
Paul Baerwald School of Social Work 
last night. 

The Jerusalem Municipality is 
reaching the end of its financial 
year and, as usual, the social welfare 
budget is in the red. This means 
that aid-in-kind, which covers such 
items as medical expenses, clothing, 
blankets and school fares has been 
almost entirely frozen since Succot. 
The socia) workers’ decision to re- 
fuse to give any of these services 
will merely be publicising this situa- 
tion. ~ 

Dr. HBliezer Jaffe, head of the 
Jerusalem Municipal Social Work 
Department, has stated that 
11,330,900 Is needed to cover 
operations until the end of this 
financial year. It is this sum that 
the social workers are demanding 
in their letter to the Prime Minister. 

‘The workers also stated in their 
letter that they demand an end to 
the “p'ng-pong” situation whereby 
the recponsibility for aid-in-kind is 
pushed around from the Munici- 
pality, and between the Ministries 
of Finance and Social Welfare. 
Those people who are eligible for 
extra help have to be turned away 
every year or put off with white 
lies about the City Treasury “being

Objections to staging German 
Culture Week in Jerusalem next 
week were raised last night at a 
meeting of the Jerusalem Municipal 
Council.
